Tlie duty to disclose iuformatiion exists with respect to each pending claim until the claim is canceled 
or withdrawn ftom considerationi or ihe application becomes abandoned, Informadon mateml to the pattsntability of a claim that is 
csjjccled or witiidrawn frtmi consideration need not be i?ubmitted if the infoinnation is noi material to the patentability of any claim 
remaining tioder consideration in the application* There is no duty to submit information which is not material to the patentability of any 
ejcisting claim. Tlie duty to disclose all infomation known 10 be material to patentability is deemed to be satisfied if all infonnation known

Aj^ima fkcift case of unpatentability is established when infbnxiation compeb a conclusion that a claim is unpatentable under the 
pig|onderance of evidence, burdcn^of'proof standard, giving each term in the claim its bioadesi reasonable construction ccmsjateni with the 
spScification^ a*nd before any consideration is given to evidence which may be submitted in an attempt to esrablish a contray conclusion of 
patentability.
